Dear Ms. Johnson: 

This letter is in response to the November 10, 2005 Presentence investigation Report in 
the above-captioned matter. Paragraph 2 1 of the Report indicates that the defendant is subject to 
a two-level upward adjustment, pursuant to U.S.S.G, § 3B1 .3, for abuse of a position of trust or 
use of a special skill. The Government is not advocating that this adjustment be applied based on 
the conduct here in which the defendant caused the issuance of checks made payable to himself 
from the operational expenses checking account. While the defendant was an accountant, the 
evidence is lacking to show that he utilized his special skill in a **manner that significantly 
facilitated the commission or concealment of the offense". U.S.S.G. § 3BL3, He merely caused 
the issuance of checks payable to himself and took them across state lines, a crime which 
involved no special skill.
